W asnincton, June 25, 1870.

Mr. Dickey,of Pennsylvania, whose legis- 
jative efforts had previously been eonfined 
to roaring out in stentorian tone, strangely 
in contrast with his diminutive person, I 
object.” When the House adopted the 
Dickey amendment, it extinguished the 
one vital spark in the bill. It is simply 
deciared, now, that ace shall be an elec- 
tion in accordance with the State Constitu- 
tion. But the Constitution is to be inter- 
by Courts and a Legislature over 
which the unscrupulous Bullock has com- 
plete control. Besides, they have ample 
edents for violating the State Constitu- 
tion. Is not the Federal Constitution vio-
